THE SPIRIT OF RETALIATION. 


The Rebel War Power Broken. 
A letter has been received by a brother of a 
rebel officer and engineer, cap- 
tured by Gen. Gr 1t, at Vieksburg, wherein 
that officer says: “ The capture of Vicksburg 
and our army is fatal to ourcanse.
